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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/14/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The first argument is that the editing data 12 of Masuzaki is created after 
the original image 11 is edited on the display screen 15. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Masuzaki discloses in column 4, lines 9-28 that the CRT displayed images 
read out from the image data memory 19 and the editing data 20. Thus, the editing 
image data is not created after the original image data is displayed. 

The second argument is regarding the combination of the reference and the 
displaying of the images as a group. Cullen shows in Figs. 5 and 6 the displaying of 
images to be combined. In Fig. 5, they are displayed in rows, similar to that of Fig. 7 of 
the applicant's invention. Since displaying collectively as a group is taken by the 
Examiner as the displaying of various images to be combined together, the Cullen 
reference shows such information in at least Fig. 5, where the separate pieces are 
displayed prior to the combination. The Examiner believes the motivation for 
combination is proper, since the displaying of the images prior to the actual combination 
basically serves a print preview. This would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of invention.
